LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Dear Mrs Watson 


First, the dog question. Dog owners have ignored the repeated requests in your 
columns and the notices placed on light standards. The bank of the stream 
running through Hollytrees is now fouled in every yard of the way. The chief 
culprit owns two dogs, a small and a very big one the evidence for which is 
clearly visible in the size and amount it is allowed to leave behind it. No 
attempt is ever made by the owner to clear up. The situation is the same 
particularly along the length of the perimeter fence of the Motel and in every 
other open area. Only prosecution will stop him and others like him who flout 
both appeais of the residents and the bye-laws. 


Secondly, vandalism. One present criminal craze is to set fire to litter boxes. 
The most recent outrages have achieved damage to the litter box in the bus stops 
at the entrance to Appletrees and Hollytrees and to the litter box in the central 
children's play area near the parish council's office. Another prevalent offence 
is to interfere with street lighting by removing the inspection panel and ripping 
out the cables within. ; 


Litter. The village has lost the services of the man who used to clear up most 
of the mess. Just how well he worked is clear from the state of things now that 
his services are no longer available. In the children's pay area mentioned above 
there are soft drink cans, fish and chip papers and other wrappers. All round 
the perimeter road there lie cans, cigarette packets and other rubbish hurled 
from passing cars. The bus stops are filthy with cigarette ends, matches, 

sweet papers and other rubbish trodden underfoot and made dreary with lewd 
graffiti. Children delivering newspapers use Tesco trolleys and regularly, not 
sometimes, jettison the trollies and spare copies of the newspapers in hedges 

and in ditches. 


I suggested through these columns before and I repeat it here that is the residents 
of Bar Hill would clear up one small open area near their own house, the matter, 
would largely be kept under control. 


If this is unacceptable then we must demand that action be taken on our behalf by our 
elected representatives. There are 13 Parish Councillors. So far their action has 
been ineffective. We must demand that they take action.
